Gave Other Reasons? 

“Did you ever give any other reason 
to any member of this council other 
than financlal ones for the stopping of 
the paving program, and may I ask you 
what it was?” asked Alderman Dris- 
coll of Mayor McNamara, 

“No, you may not,” said the mayor. 

“If there is a reason why don’t you 
give it,” pleaded Alderman Driscoll. 

“If the cap fits, alright, but if It 
doesn't there is no need to find fault,” 
replied Mayor McNamara. 

“My record will stand up beside 
yours any time,” said Alderman Dris- 
coll, bs 

“T understand that there were only 
finanéial reasons, If there are other 
reasons I think we should know what 
they are,” said Alderman Smith. 

“The principal reason js finances, I 
may have a dozen other reasons, but 
they dont’ matter,” replied his wor- 
ship,

Could Get the Money. 

The mayor stated that if the council 
desired to go ahead at once and give 
instructions for the construction of 
100,000 yards of paving that he could 
arrange for the necessary finances, 

“You said that you had reasons why 
this pavement should not be proceeded 


with, I would Iike to know what they 
are. I have lived here in Edmonton 


eleven years and I am quite willing to 
let the people judge,” stated Alderman 
Driscoll, in addressing the mayor, 

“I have made no statements that I 
am not prepared to back up,” shot 
back his worship, 

“Then I would Jike to have your rea- 
son,” said Mr. Driscoll, 

“IT have not made any statement that 
I can't back up and if you always do 
the same thing you will always bo 
doing well," replied the mayor, 

“Didn't you say that you could get 
the money to carry on this paving 
when you came back fron? the east?” 
queried Alderman May. 

“Yes, and I say so yet. Iam sick of 
hearing that question. We can get the 
money, but think it inadvisable to raise 
mnoney for paving and I'm not going 
to do it,” stated his worship, 

Necessary Authority Secured 

Alderman Smith was on his feet in 
a second and asked the mayor on 
whose instructions he was acting In 
stating that he did not intend to raise 
any money for paving. 

The city council passed the bylaw 
for paving, pointed out Alderman Dris- 
coll. 

“I have not been authorized by any 
one to get the money yet and I am act- 
ing on nobody's instructions,” stated 
the mayor, 

Alderman Driscoll informed the 
mayor that the burgesses had ratified 
the expending of a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars as the city’s share of pav- 
ing fur 1914 and the council had Ilke- 
wise passed the bylaw. “Isn’t that 
enough?” he added. He also wanted 
to know if the spending of six weeks 
on the estimates and then their pass- 
ing was not enough hint of the desire 
of the council that the money be raised.

“That was really a mandate that 
you didn't desire paving,” stated the 
mayor, 

“It was a mandate from the people as 
to the method of doing the work,” shot 
back the alderman. 

“The advertising is in progress now. 
Has this council asked that money be 
secured? Why, even the debentures 
are not entitled to be sold until the 
seventh of next month," stated his 
worship. 

“We passed an estimate and that {s 
our request to the commission board 
to give us pavement. You advertised 
for tenders, What authority did you 
have for that?" asked Alderman Dris- 
coll, 

“That has nothing to do with it,” re- 
plied the mayor. 3 

‘What authorization do you require? 
If you would kindly state what fur- 
ther authorization you require I think 
we might give you the authorization,” 
quietly stated Alderman Smith, 
“Would it not have been possible for 
you in the early part of the year to 
have advertised and had this thing 
started?" added the alderman. 

“No, we changed our manner of as- 
sessment and consequently the adver- 
tisement is now In progress,” remark- 
ed the mayor, 

The mayor stated that one reason 
why it was I!nadvisable In his opinion 
to not carry out the paving program 
was on account of the defeat of the 
working capital bylaw.

“T understand,” said Alderman Cal- 
der, “the city purchased a trenching 
machine and experience has proved 
that it did not save money and the 
recommendation of the city engineer 
came down long after the machine had 
been bought. This proves that it 
doesn’t save money to the city and I 
think the city should employ some of 
the unemployed for this ditching. Cer- 
tainly poor business and not in accord 
with the policy of the city council.” 

“I was in Medicine Hat recently and 
they most emphatically stated that 
their trenching machine was paying,” 
remarked Alderman East.

NO PROHIBITION 


ON SHIPMENTS OF | 


ARMS TOWED 


Announcement Caused In- 
creased Activity All Along 
the U.S, Border, 


CONSTITUTIONALISTS IN 
NEED OF AMMUNITION 


Mexicans Said to Have Con- 
travened Rules of Civilized 
Warfare Over Parks. 


Juarez, May 16.—Saltillo is being at- 
tacked from all sides by a rebel army 


numbering nearly 25,000. Early 
Friday, the rebel forces, which for a 
week have been driving the federal | 
forces from their positions, began | 
closing In on the city proper and rebel | 
artillery began a bombardment which 
already appears to have done great 
damage to the city. 

Torreon advices to rebel officials 
here say the federals are fighting des- 
perately, but that the rebels have suc- 
ceeded in reaching the first Mne of 
federal defense and = are gradually} 
hemming the federals within the city 
proper, Villa, it appears, opened the} 
attack quickly after reaching the out- {| 
skirts of Saltillo with the Torreon 
force. 


Now Open for Arms 
Fl Paso, May 16.—The attitude ot 
the American administration with re- 
gard to the embargo on arms caused 
immediate activity along this section 
of the border yesterday. The short- 


nge of ammunition has been recog- 
nized by those in close touch with 
constitutionalist affairs to be the 


greatest problem the government of 
Northern. Mexico had to face. 

General Villa has made two urgent 
appeals to the United States govern- 
ment through the press correspondents 
to have the embargo on arms lifted, 
declaring freely that the constitution- 
alists needed more ammunition than 
they had to carry thelr plans to com- 
pletion, and asserting that the lifting 
of the embargo would prove the quick- 
est and most humane way of ending 
tho unrest in Mexico, 

When the announcement came over 
the wires last night that there was no 
prohibition against shipping arms and 
ammunition into Tampico from the 
United States or elsewhere, there was 
an immediate exodus eastward of 
constitutionalist purchasing agents and 
arms and ammunition salesmen, who 
hurried away to reach the point where 
they would come into closest touch 
with arm shipments. 

The constitutlonalist agents, accord- 
ing to well informed men along the 
border, were uncertain as to whether 
American arms companies would sell 
their products to them. Although 
Tampico was open, it was said that 
the most logical way to secure ammu- 


nition from foreign ports, was to 
tranship the product of American 
manufacturers, 


It has been freely stated by the 
arms agents that a silent and tacit 
prohivition from the state department 
would prevent the sale of a single 
cartridge from the big manufacturer 
and would prevent a more effective 
embargo than the guards along the 
border. 

With the announcement last night,

The refusal to 
divulge information pbout Parks in 
answer to repeated requests also was 
resentel by the American government 
and while there was no intimation as 
to what the course of the U. 8. would 
be, {t la practically certaln when the 
final reckoning is made for offenses 
alleged to have been committed by tha 
Huerta adininistratlon the Parks incl- 
dent will have a prominent place. 

Parks, who, according to general 
Funston, was apparently insane, vol- 
untarily rode into the Mexican lines. 
As he came in uniform the U. 8. 
contends he should have been treated 
as a prisoner of war and not executed 
as a spy. The retention of his 
body which is indicated tn General 
Funstons’ reports as well as by the 
stories reaching the Brazilian lega- 
tion in Mexico City is held by the U. 
§. to be contrary to the rules of civil- 
ized warfare, 

Announcement was made at the war 
department that the five alleged South 
American snipers under arrest at Vera 
Cruz for firlng upon Americans had 
turned out to be Mexicans and like 
the others arrested at Vera Cruz on 
this charge, had been discharged, This 
had threatened for a time to involve 
the South American governments, but 
It appears now the arrested men sald 
they were South Americans merely to 
escape punishment.

The gas Is wet and] 
contains from one and one-half gal- | 
lons of gasoline to 1,000 cubie feet, and | 
it has been demonstrated that these 
gasoline values can be extracted from 
the gas at a profit. 

Cunningham Craig, the British oll 
expert, Whose opinion has weight with 
the Eritish admiralty, said last night 
in an interview with the correspondent 
of the W.A.P. that he was of the opin- 
jon that the strike had proved beyond 
a doubt that there was a paying oll 
field in this part of Alberta. Mr. Craig 
added that he thought that even het- 
ter and more valuable finds would be 
made with more development. 

The city is ofl mad. Half a dozen 
companies were taking subscriptions 
to stock at eleven o'clock last night 
The highway hetween the city and the 
site of the Dingman well was_ lined 
with automobiles all day long, hun- 
dreds visiting the well. 

The well will probably develop into

were of the opinion that a gusher had 
been hrought in,

the day from $12.50.to $200 a share, 
and there were sales of even a bigher 
figure. i.

In his examination, analysis and dissection of the Mackenzie and 
Mann manipulations, Bennett is much more effective than when he 
ceases to disiftegrate and commences to evolve plans for reconstruc- 
tion. In this latter capacity Bennett suffers, for the reason that he 
is not, by training, either a public man or a builder, but a iawyer. His 
business is to pull to pieces, not to build. He even allows his pro- 
pensities for dissecting to constitute the main part of his programme 
for rebuilding. He would appoint a commission to examine thie 
financing of the whole project, and at the same time would have the 
government act as receiver. The objection to this arrangement is that 
the examination would not lead anywhere as the promoters could not 
very well be compelled to put the money back in the dominion 
treasury, and the receivership, whether by the government or by 
whom, would have almost as disastrous an effect upon the whole 
fabric of Canadian finance at home and abroad as would the actual 
liquidation of the Canadian Northern company, Either marks the 
project as a failure—which might be a happy outcome for the C.P.R. 
but would be a calamity for Canada, 

Compared with this the proposal made by Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
is so much more simple, more direct and more effective as to recom- 
mend itself at once. 

The Laurier proposal is that the government, instead of becom- 
Ing receiver, as Bennett suggests, should become the dominant stock- 
holder, securing a majority, if not all, of the capital stock of the com- 
pany, thereby taking the place of Mackenzie and Mann in the en- 
erprise, 

The advantage of the Laurier proposal is that it invites no com- 
plications, Everything would go along exactly as it is—or should 
be—going, toward completion of the road, the provincial agreements 
and guarantees would be in no manner disturbed and the Canadian 
Northern railway company would remain intact. The only change 
would be in the ownership of the controlling stock; this would pass 
into the hands of the people of Canada—who have paid for every- 
thing so far and who will have to pay the balance no matter whether

Some of the great railway adminis- | 
trations have xepressed a desire | 
form their own local Boy Scouts as- | 
sociations, and a start has been made | 
on the East Indian railway, The dif- 
ficulty at once arose as to the relation- | 
ship of such association to the regular | 
provincial Scout organization, since | 
the railway association would extend 
into several different provinces. 

It has been decided that railway as- 
sociations will be independent of the 
provnelal associations, and each form 
a province in themselves under the im- 
mediate control of the assistant chief 
commissioner. 

It should be xeplaned for the benefit 
of English readers that the railway 
system in India {s very different to that 
obtaining at home, In the -British 
Isles, whne a railway man leaves his 
work he becomes a mere unlt in the 
town where he lives, his family are no 
different from the toher families and 
his children attend the ordinary local 
schools. 

In India the railway staff always 
live in Httle colonies or communities to 
themselves, often miles away from the 
rest of the European civil nad military 
population. The railway companies 
(three of whch are owned by the state) 
build these settlements for their em- 
ployees, which contain, besides dwel- 
lings, their own hospital, club or in- 
stitute, schools, and often churches, 

The kng’s flag for India has this 
year been won by the lst Simla troop, 

The Minimax company of Calcutta 
have kindly offered a challenge shield 
for annual competition among the Loy 
Scout troops in India for proficiency in 
fire drill.

In speaking of the new land and its 
writers of songs, he paid tribute to 
the men who are writing across the 
continent their songs in steel rails, 
bridges and the things that sing of 
materlalistic progress, These he de- 
scribes as poems each in their own 
way singing the song of the new world, 

Mr, Benson in referring to the yearly 
Shakespeare festival In Warwick, gave 
rein to his Imagination and told in 
graphically poetic language what a 
snowflake from old Warwick, with its 
traditions, its old world thoughts and 
alms, would say to a snowflake from 
the rugged Rockies of the west, when 
they should meet after traveling many 
thousands of miles with intensely. 
dramatic minute and poetic, He 
traced with detail such a voyage down 
the mountain side, through the rivers 
and oceans, the vicissitudes of sun 
and wind and tide, until the two 
should meet the one bearing the tale 
of the old world’s people, their suffer- 
ings, their triumphs and joys, the 
other a tale of a long suffering and 
wronged people, their conquests and 
defeats, and the song of a new em- 
pire and a glorious future. He dreams 
of a time when the east and west will 
be one, and when the Anglo-Celtic race 
imbued with higher inspirations of art, 
beauty and poetry will be ready for 
greater responsibilities, will take Its 
place as it deserves to be, the mother 
of all races. 

In England, Mr. Benson says, “we 
are shouting the songs of Canada and 
in Canada they are shouting the songs 
of the future,” 

Mr. Benson is remarking on his are 
rival in the new land, as they came 
up the great Canadian river and look- 
ed out at the new country, the Strat- 
ford-on-Avon folk with one accord 
said: “This seems just like home.” 

At the close of Mr, Benson's remarks 
Mrs, Murphy ross and in most emphatic 
and graceful manner assured Mr. Ben- 
son of the great pleasure the Canadian 
lelub had in entertaining so distinguish- 
ed a singer of the songs of Shake- 
speare and in asking Mr, Benson to 
convey to those in the motherland the 
expressions of loyalty of the Canadian 
west, said: 

“In rising to move a vote of thanks 
ito Mr, Benson for his kindliness in ad- 
dressing us—and it is a kindness, for 
one must realize that in traveling long 
distances and working daily in crowd- 
ed, overheated playhouses, he is under 
a terrific strain both mentally and 
physically. I wish to associate the 
other name of our guest of honor, Miss 
Green, Some names are co-natural. 
Adam means “dust” for he was taken 
from the earth. Eve means “life” for 
she was the mother of all things liv- 
ing, and green.—well, if you saw Miss 
Green last night as one of the “merry 
wives of Windsor,” you will realize that 
in no way, is the name co-natural, But 
while it is not co-natural, I wish to 
point out that it is highly applicable 
in that, green is in the color of the 
leaves in spring; green is in the rain- 
bow; hopes are green and green is the 
color of the poets Jaurel, and how is 
one to coax the fairies unless one wears 
a bit of green? Just riddle me that. 

While observing Mr. Benson today 
and listening to his amiable remarks, 

I have been trying to identify him with 
the highly tirascible gentleman who 
only, last night, played the part of Dr. 
Catris It was Dr. Samuel Johnson 
who said that an actor who really took 
himself for Richard III. deserved to be 
hanged. Applying this test to Mr. 
Benson as Dr, Cairis, it seems to me 
that he is a most dangerous person to 
know. Contrawise, we are not un- 
mindful of the fact that he had lost 
his heart to Anna Page, sweet Mistress 
Anne Page, and in this fact must He 
our peace of mind and security. And 
there Is more In this than woukd seem 
at first blush for ever since Mr. Ben- 
son landed on Canadian shores, I have 
been recetying reports from the various 
clubs of women writers that they have 
been entertaining him and if I wish to 
die happy I must of a surety meet with 
Mr. Benson. The members of this 
Canadian club will argue with me that 
the authors and journalists of Canada 
are persons of marked discrimination. 

We are especially glad to welcome 

Mr. Benson to this city In that he 
comes under the auspices of the British 
Canadian Theater Organization com-

iwrights and by English companies. 
This is, without doubt, the most im- 
| portant event that has taken place 
from an educational and political 
standpoint in the history of our stage 
life.

turn to England, Mr. Benson will as- 
sure the promoters of this enterprise of 
our hearty and sincere appreciation of 
their kindness and forethought In ar- 
ranging this organization. 

In this connection, I wish also to 
lay it on Mr, Benson that he reassure 
the English people that we are not so 
disloyal to the mother country as some 
noise-makers would have them believe. 
At the present time, the British Press 
is discussing what .they call “the 
Americanization of Canada” and in 
support of it have quoted a statement 
from Monsignor Langevin, archibishop 
of St. Boniface, in which he says: “The 
more I live and work around the more 
I see and feel that the French Cana- 
dians are the best friends and sup- 
porters of the British crown, The Can- 
adian west is becoming daily more 
American or Yankee, even the Catholic 
clergy. <A referendum would not de- 
clare in favor of the British flag but 
of the stars and stripes.” 

This astounding cable has circled the 
world and has branded the Canadian 
west as disloyal and traitorous. 

We are glad to have the assurance of 
Monsignor Langeyin that his people 
are loyal. It must always be gratify- 
ing to us to know that people who per- 
sist In speaking a foreign language on 
Hritish territory, still remain loyal to 
Britain. In saying that some of his 
clergy are not loyal, Langevin “multi- 
pleth words without knowledge.” 

The Catholic church has received a 
wider tolerance in Canada than in any 
other country in the world and it is to 
the best interests of the clergy and 
people alike to be loyal to our flax. 
We believe that they are unappreciative 
of this fact, 

Neither do we believe for one 
moment that the Americans who have 
left thelr country and have here taken 
their oath of allegiance to his majesty 
George V. of England, have done s0 
with. any sinister motives, As I 
speak at this moment I am looking into 
the fans of some truly splendid women 
who, in the last five years, have come 
to Canada and are now British subjects 
and honored members of this Canadian 
club, May their tribe live and in- 
crease! 

Monsignor Langevin was right when 
he sald that we were on friendly terms 
with the United tSates Thank God 
we are! Pray God we may always be: 
We are brothers in all that pertains 
to the advancement of the Anglo-Saxon 
race and are separated only by the ar- 
rangement of a few stripes on our re- 
spective banners, These people have 
come to Canada on our invitation and 
with the hope of bettering their con- 
dition, They have come not to annex 
us but because.

As for the alleged disloyalty of those 
of us who are British, or Canadians of 
British descent, 1 can only say that the 


bedazzled imagination; that it is a 
slander, We are not courting the flag 
of a foreign power, and, here and now, 
I desire to nail down this charge as a 
prodigious le, We refuse to allow 
ourselves, as western subjects, to be 
80 cruelly maligned, : 
Will Mr, Benson then carry this mes- 
saye to England as one that speaks for 
the french-Canadians; the American- 
Canadians; the British-Canadians; the 
Canadians of all classes: “Mother 
England if you need us that is all we 
care to know."

As arranged for at a previous meet- 
ing, Mrs. Arthur Murphy, Mrs. George 
R. O'Connor and Miss Maud McKenny 
had prepared papers relating to the 
C.P.R., the first great transcontinental 
railroad.line in Canada, which now ts 
able to voice the proud boast that “We 
cover the earth.” 

Mrs. Murphy’s paper dealt with the

She characterized Sir 
Thomas O'Shaughnessy as the greatest 
constructive railroad builder of the 
day, Miss McKenny’s paper dealt with 
the history of the C.P.R. company from 
its Infancy to the present time when 
its employees number some 90,000. 

Mrs. George O'Connor read an inter- 
esting eulogistic paper on the enter- 
prise of the company in its hotel ac- 
commodations throughout Canada as 
follows:

Some people woul 


for protection of the defective- 
say that Mr. Chadwick and those 


who think like him are ahead of their time and that their demands are 
such as cannot possibly be met for ten years to come. 


Situation Not Understood 
Very little has been done in Canada 
as yet for the child of deficlent men- 
tality. Tho trouble seems to bo that 
the general public does not understand 
the situation and it is next to impos- 
sible for the ordinary lay person, un- 
trained in dealing with children, to 
grasp its significance and importance, 
To the majority of people there are 
Bone children and bad «hildren and 

iildren who are, unfortunately, out of 
‘he ir minds, or insane, Between the 
good and the bad and between the bad 
and the insane, are gradations which 
are not suspected by any but the 
skilled observer, 

The feeble-minded type is one of 
these gradations. It is very difficult 
for many people to understand that 
there are children—-and grown up chil- 
dren as wel+~who are entirely and ab- 
solutely incapable of telling right from 
wrong, who are color-plind, so to speak, 
in regard to morality. A mental picture 
is cast on the child's moral retina, but 
there {s no reaction. There is some- 
thing lacking in the child's make-up— 
some call it conscience—-at any rate 
the child does not have the conscious- 
ness of any distinction between right 
and wrong in regard to the two courses 
ef action which appear to the normal

must care for them. If the community 
does not it Is certain that the children 
will becume the tools of burglars and 
be the prey of white slavers and other 
human parasites, 

An intelligence Test 

There ig now in use, as the result of 

investigations extending over 20 years 
in France and Germany, what is known 
as the Binet-Simon intelligence test. 
It corresponds to the optician’s method 
of testing the eyesight. Distorted pic- 
tures are shown to the child and the 
child is asked to tell what is wrong 
with them, Some children, the defec- 
tive-minded children, are not able to 
tell that there is anything wrong with 
the distorted pictures. To them a 
man without arms does not appear 
unnatural. How, then, shall such 
children pick thelr way safely along 
intricacies of life's devious paths? 

By the continued application of these 
tests, say once in six months, {fs It 
possible to tell whether a child ts suf- 
fering merely from retarded develop- 
ment, which it will outgrow, or wheth- 
er there {s something permanently and 
irreplaceably missing from the mind? 
The difficulty for the ordinary person 
arises from the fact that im many re- 
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mina. The child of defective mentality 
fees only one course—that which he 
desires to follow and there {s nothing 
in his brain which tells the child that 
he may be doing wrong in following 
that course 

Community’a Responsibility 

Many normally minded people will 
deny the truth of this statement of the 
case. Had they been in the Juvenile 
Court the other day when a child, ask- 
ed why she did certain things answered 
innocently: “Well, why was I made 
that way?" The scales might have 
dropped from their eyes. The child 
Delieved that because she had certain 
impulses there could be no wrong in 
following them. This Is not an isolat- 
ed case by any means—it is merely the 
outlook of the defective-minded child, 
of whom there are, to the knowledge of 
the department of neglected children, 
Fome 200 In this province. 

Once this incapacity on the part of 
the child with deficlent mentality to 
flistinguish between right and wrong fs 
recognized one must see that it is worse 
than useless to punish such children, 
here js no use In punishing a child 
unless he ts capable of feeling remorse. 
Remorse can only come from a know- 
ledge of having done wrong. These 
children haye no such knowledge. 

What then is to be done with them? 
Observers Like Dr. Godda>d, of Vine- 
land, New Jersey and experts who 
have devoted their lives to the study of 
the problem assert that there is only 
one thing to be done. The community 
must assume complete responsibility 
for these children. They have not the 
minds to enable them to take care of 
themselves. Therefore the community 


spects such children are apparently 
normal and some of them are very 
winning children. The highest grade 
of defective is known as the Moron 
type. Such children come out of these 
tests absolutely normal on all things 
except moral responsibility. In this 
respect they are not immoral, but un- 
moral, 
Question of Cost. 


The. conclusion which must Inevit- 
ably be reached is a very serious one, 
The children will need to be kept un- 
der supervision for the rest of their 
lives. “An enormous cost to the com- 
munity!” someone exclaims. True the 
cost must be large; it need not be en- 
ormous. In time, with a _ properly 
managed system, it might even be 
‘much smaller than would at first sight 
appear. While these children must 
be cared for, even after they are 
grown up, so far as moral responsibill- 
ty Is concerned, they are by no means 
incapable of employment. Some of 
the children in the training school at 
Vineland, New Jersey, have shown a 
capacity for work—and skilled work 
of some kinds—that promises to make 
them practically self-supporting. They 
cannot, however, be allowed to go out 
into the world. Removed from a suit- 
able environment they could not use 
the capacity they have and would soon 
drift into the ranks of hopeless degen- 
erates. 

Farm Colony System. 

Probably the only satisfactory sys- 
tem is the farm coiony system. In 
this province, where there are good 
agricultural lands to be secured at 
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to establish a farm colony for these 
children. With proper’ supervision 
they could be made efficient producers. 


‘For the scheme to be effective the area 
‘devoted to the colony farm would need 
to be large, as the number of child- 
ren who at present require to be car- 
ed for is in the neighborhood of 200 
and the number is constantly increas- 
ing and must continue to increase un- 
less the defective-minded parents of 
defective-minded children are separat- 
ed from the rest of the community and 
the supply of defectives cut off at the 
source. Also, any efficient system must 
look after the defective-minded adult 
as well as the defective-minded child. 
In reality they are all children, for the 
defective-minded adult of 40 years gen- 


erally has the mind of a child of eight. 
Problem Increasing. 
Tho writer has seen scores of let- 


ters on the files in Mr. Chadwick's of- 
fice, asking whether such children can 
be taken care of by the province. To 
such letters the reply of Mr. Chadwick 
has necessarily been that at the pre- 
sent time no provision is made for the 
sare of such children and to hold out 
hope that before long some provision 
will be made, . 

For several years past. Mr. Chad- 
wick has referred to the matter in his 
annual report and last year he sald: 
“Alberta's need should be taken care 
of immediately, as the problem Is 
bound to increase.” In his report for 
1918 Mr. Chadwick states: “Our shelt- 
ers are accommodating a constantly 
increasing number of these unfortun- 


ate children, whom it Is impossible to 
place in foster homes. There is no leg- 
al reason why the shelter should care 
for these children and there Is no rea- 


son why the shelter should be charged 
with defectives. In the majority of 
cases these children, under proper 
institutional care can be made self- 
supporting. At Vineland, New Jersey, 
a large number of children cre being 
trained to be productive elements, At 
Columbus, Ohio, an institution of this 
kind has been started for the care of 
the mental defective, and under pro- 
per supervision is making a record 
by teaching these inmates to become 
productive. With every year the prob- 
lem increases. Many children of this 
class immigrate to this country, and 
should be required to pass a proper 
mental test before they are admitted, 
and an agreement entered Into where- 
by they can be returned within three 
or four years after they are admitted, 
in the event of the location of mental 
defectiveness or retarded mental de- 
velopment. 
What Delay Means. 

“To the knowledge of this office 
there are 150 to 200 mentally deficient 
children in Alberta. Almost daily in- 
quiries reach this office as to the pos- 
sibilities of having these children sent 
to institutions. It is difficult for the 
people to understand the delay. That 


the province has made no provision for} 


this unfortunate class, is all we can 
tell them, and hold out hope that at 
some future time this problem will be 
adjusted. 

“What the delay means Is best re- 
cognized by those whose sons and 
daughters are being deprived of the 
only protection they can hope for to 
have the idiot and imbecile 
growing to manhood and womanhood. 

“In one case which came to the at- 
tention of this branch during the past 
year a woman in Alberta had remov- 
ed from her care three children who 
will always be a cost to the province. 
These children are all mentally defec- 
tive, ranging from idocy to imbecility. 
The mother is absolutely incapable of 
directing them. The father !s a mental 
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probability, joined the ranks of tho! 
hobo type and is a parasite on some 
community in the United States, The 
woman 1s the victim of any man who 
happens to come to her, She cannot 
be confined in an insane asylum, as 
she Is not dangerous to be at large, 
but she presents a danger to the com- 
munity which is far greater than if she 
were insane, as she is more likely to 
become the mother of more mentally 
deficient children, who will have to 
be cared for during the remainder of 
children will al-

“How They Grow. 

Investigations made as to the his- 
tory of one Martin Kallilak by Dr. 
Henry Herbert Goddard, Director of 
the Research Laboratory in connection 
with the Vineland Training School, re- 
vealed the fact that Martin Kallilak 
was the head of two branches of the 
same family, having had an illigitim- 
ate son by a weak-minded girl, and af- 
terwards married a normal woman, 
Through several generations the his- 
tory of these two families was care- 
= - —————— 
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fully traced, and it was found that 
of 1,040 descendants of Martin Kal- 
likak, Jr., the illigitimate son of Mar- 
tin by the weak-minded girl, 263 were 
feeble-minded, 581 were on the border 
line between feeble-mindedness and 
normal, and only 197 could be classed 
as normal tndividuals. Many of the

CALGARY HAS SCHOOL 
CHILDREN WHO HAVE 
IMPAIRED MENTALITY 


The superintendents: of schools in 
the various cities and large towns of 
Alberta have been written to regard- 
Ing the number of defective children tn 
the schools. The communication which 
has been sent out as follows: 

“Tho minister of education is desir- 
ous of gathering as complete informa- 
tion as possible regarding children, 
Whose ‘nental condition is such as to 
require special treatment. I would 
be grateful, therefore, if you would 
ask your teachers to supply you with 
the names and addresses for trans- 
mission to this department of children 
{n your city, who are (a) idiotic, (b) 
mentally defective. Any assistance 
which you may be able to give in se- 
curing a complete list will be grate- 
fully acknowledged,” 

In regard to the situation in Cal- 
gary, Dr, Scott, superintendent of city 
schools, stated that of course, there 
were no {dlotic children attending the 
schools, but there were a number who 
were mentally defective, and the names 
of these would be sent to the depart- 
ment. He added that it was most im- 
portant that these unfortunate children 
should be dealt with specially by the 
department. From time to time there 
had been discussions in regard to this 
subject, but the letter he had received 
from the deputy minister of education 
was the first active steps taken to- 
wards doing something for children 
with impaired intellects.

Ten to twenty cents per day accord- 
ing to the age of the child jis the 
charge which is made for this work.

Regular boarders, children whose 
parents or friends are unable to Jook 
after them, are taken and boarded at 
a rate varying from four to eight dol- 
lars per month, according to the means 
of the parents. In every case there 
has been great need before the-children 
have bten admitted to the home. In 
the majority of cases, where children 
are accepted at the home, there Is 
only one parent and where that parent 
is the mother she is usually facing a 
pretty difficult problem, her earning 
capacity not being us large as a man. 

Helped Over Hard Times 

Numerous families have been assis- 
ted in tiding over hard times and 
keeping their homes together by means 
of the Children's TSoarding house.

LABOR DEPARTMENT 
FIGURES SAY FEWER 
STRIKES THAN IN 1913| 


Ottawa, May 16.—According to the 
record maintained in the department 
of labor, a feature of the labor situation 
during April was the marked decrease 
in the number of strikes and lockouts 
as compared with the Corresponding 
month of last year, During April, 
1918, 25 disputes commenced, which, 
together with the elght previously In 
existence, affected 2,480 employees and 
caused time in losses of 112,446 work- 
ing days. The record for April, 1914, 
shows only ten disputes in existence 
(four new ones), affecting 1,297 em- 
ployees and causing time losses of 
about 25,000 working days. Industrial | 
conditions were not seriously affected 
by trade disputes in any particular lo- 
cality, the strike of coal miners on 
Vancouver Island being the only ais. | 
turbance affecting a considerable num- 
ber of working men. Five disputes re- 
mained unsettled at the end of April.
